New  Chance  Given 
To  Try  for  Jobs 
In  US  Government 


College  seniors  and  postgrad- 
uates will  have  another  oppor- 
tunity on  Feb.  10  to  try  for 
career  in  the  Federal  service,  the 
Civil  Service  Commission 
nounced  today.  .The  second  na- 
tion-wide test  under  the.  Federal 
Service  Entrance  Examination 
program  will  be  • held  on  that 
date.  Jan.  18  is  the  deadline  for 
filing  applications. 

College  men  and  womeiYwho 
passed  the  first  Federal-Service 
Entrance  Examination  last  month 
will  be  eligible  for  job  offers  in 
many  administrative,  personnel, 
technical  or  professional  fields 
by  February  or  March,  the  Com- 
mission said.  Similarly,  those 
passing  the  Feb.  10  examination 
should  be  eligible  for  a job  offer 
by  spring.  It  is  estimated  that. 
7,700  Federal  openings  at  salar- 
ies ranging  from  $3,670  to  $4,525 
annually  will  be  avaiable  during 
1956. 

Persons  who  cannot  meet  the 
Jan.  18  deadline  should  file  as 
l as  possible  thereafter  to  ob- 
tain consideration  for  future  ex- 
aminations in  this  continuous 
program,  the  Commission  said.
